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AN EMIGRANT AT SEVENTY YEARS. 


The Stery of the Old French Gardener 
who Died ou Wards Isiand Last 
Week. ‘ 


From the New York Sun. 


Among the ‘steerage passengers 
landed at Castle Garden from the 
steamship Germanic on Sep“. 27. 1878. 
was an old Frenchman nanwd George 
Schauer. It is provided by law that 
an immigrant more then 60 yerrs old, 
whe has no one to previde for his sup- 
port, must be returaed to the country 
from which he coows, lest he become 
a charge upon any of the public char- 
ities. Schaver, who wes ow tr 70, wa- 
therefore questiuned closely before he 
wes permitted to remain. He said 
thut he had a brother in Brooklyn. 
but wax otherwise alone in the woric, 
and th t, te join his brother, he had 
Sud a mall rm aut come to Amrr- 
ica, bringing $3,000 in gold wittr him 
He said that he was » gardener, und 
as he was a. vigorous man for his 
yeurs, and showed a spirit of quiet de- 
termination, the unthoriti-s by came 
interested in him and a loved him to 
go his way. He went to a boarding 
house near the Battery, and began a 
search for his brother in Bro „Kklyn. 
After three wecks he bund from the 
public records that the brother had 
died a few vears before. 

Two Italiens at the boarding house 
learned that the old Frenchman had 
money, and tried to persu nde him te 
go with them to Canada, He refused 
to go. At length the I[tarians began 
to prepare for tacir journey, and just 
before the time fixed for their depar- 
ture eame to the old man with a small 
black bag, the counterpart of the one 
that contained his gold. They opened 
it and showed him that it contained 
what were apparently rolls of chin. 
They broke one roll open, showed him 
a $20 gold piece ut - the broken ent, 
and asxed him to take charge of this 
bag while they went out on ome bus- 
iness. He sat patiently io the room 
wh-re they had left him, guiding the 
supposed treasure. Tiaey dentro 
turn. He went finally to His ewn 
room. His bag of gold was gene. 
The bee he had been taking care of 
contained short pieces of lead pipe 
wrapped in paper, and weighing alto. 
gether about twenty pounds, | 

Tue Freuchman was beart/rokeo, 
Ee reported at Castle Girdea the | 
story of his misfortune. Detective 
Reilly of the Cuy Hall police traced 
the thieves to Phitadeiphia and on 
bourd a European steamer, About 
six Months ago tuey were reported to 
be in Paris. The old gardener might 
have been returned to France but he 
begyed to be allowed to remain here, 
off-ring to do anything rather than 
return homeless and peoniless to his 
native place. The Emigration Com- 
missioners gave him work at garden- 
ing on the lands of the depar ment on 
Ward's Island. He worked there 
faithfully until a hort time azo, when 
he fell sick. Last week he died. Ile 
had saved monvy to pay for his burial, 
and among his effects were papers 
showing that he ba! reached a Master 
Mison’s degree in the Grand Orient of 
France, and the blue reyalia of that 
Order. There was also a murriage 
certificate, i-sued by the prefecture of 
the Srine, und dated Sept. 19. 1844 
The groom,George Shauer, ia recorved 
in it as having been born in Neuait 
ter, on the lower Raine. in 1806. The 
bride's name was Victoria Charlotta 
Gillet, and she was anative of L'Isle 
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Shiloh's Consumption Care,
